French colonial oBlce In Part*, re- 
ported that there was no doubt that 
Governor Mouttet. as well as Colonel 
Daln. the military commander at St. 
Pierre, had perished. 


The navy department has bten in-

States government hat begun suit 
against tbe big combination of fresh 
meat packers, alleging that it is a 
combination for unlawful purpose* 
and in rlolatiem of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, "an act to protect trade 
and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies." The suit 
is brought in the United States court 
at Chicago and the bill of complaint 
has been drawn under the supervis- 
ion of Attorney Oeneral Knot.

1*0Id and shipped tour million cattle, 
fir* million sheep and six million 
hogs. In violation of the provisions 
of th* antitrust law and in order to 
restrain competition 
among them-

directed and re* 


quired their agents at the various 
stock yards to rtfrain from bidding 
againat each other, except perfunct* 
nily and without good faith, when 
making purchases of live stock, and 
by this means inducing ard com pell- 
ins; the owncis to part with it at lew 
price* than they would receive if the 
bidding were really competitive.

have engaged in, and intend to can-

goods shipped whenertr necessary to 
the maintaining of the prices fixed 
by imposing against each other pen 
allies, establishing a rule for the 
tiring of credits to dealers and the 
conduct of their buriness. with pen- 
alties for riolations; keeping 
"black list" of delinquents and re- 
fusing 
to sell to them. The bill 


charges farther that, in violation of 
th* act of congress, the defendants 
bar* mad* and imposed arbitrarily 
uniform charges for cartage for de- 
livery, when no such charges hare 
been customary in the trade, or would 
not b* made but for th* combination 
and conspiracy, thereby Increasing 
the charges for meats to dealers and 
consumers; that they bar* mad* ar 
rangements and agreements 
with 


officers and agents of common car 
riers to receivs- by means of rebates 
and other devices, unlawful rates for 
transportation, and have thus mo 
nopoliced and, unless restrained, will 
continue to monopolise the. commerce 
in live stock and fresh meats. 


An injunction is therefore prayed, 


enjoining th* defendants and their 
agents and attorneys from continu- 
ing any of these unlawful proceed- 
ings and from attempting to monopo- 
lize the commerce. 
A discovery of 


the books, papers, etc., is asked, as 
well as * subpoena for the defendant* 
to appear and answer under oath.
